The large, white swan which

LOAN BOARD REPORTED SPLIT 
WHILE HOME OWNERS WAIT 


Said to Be Divided 2 to 2 on Vital 
Policy of Use to Be Made of 
U. S. Advances, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The 
Home Loan Bank Board was split 
today over loans to building and 
loan associations to build up _ re- 
serves without passing all the 
money on to imperiled home users. 
As a result, every member of the 
board, appointed by President 
Hoover, may fail of confirmation 
in the Senate and be replaced by 
others by the new Democratic ad- 
ministration. 

Meantime, home owners are un- 
able to obtain relief. 

The board is understood to stand 
two and two on the questions of 
vital policies. The fifth member, 
Nathan Adams, has resigned. 
Franklin Fort, chairman, and 
John M. Gries are said to oppose 
loans to ‘bullding and loan associa- 
tions unless they are used to re- 
tinance home mortgages in danger 
of being foreclosed. 

Morton Bodfish and William E. 
Best think the associations should 
be allowed to retain some of the 
money so they can keep in a liquid 
condition. 


NEVADA’S BANKING HOLIDAY 


Governor Acts at Request of 


Groups Trying to Reopen 12 
Wingfield Banks. 

CARSON CITY, Nev., Nov. 26.— 
At the request of depositors’ com- 
mittees working out a plan for re- 
opening the 12 closed. Wingfield 
banks, Gov. Fred B. Balzar today 
issued a proclamation extending 
Nevada's banking holiday an addi- 
tional three weeks to Dec. 18. The 
holiday has been in force since 
Nov. 1. 

“The general public welfare of 
our State requires that this holiday 
be continued,” said the Governor 
in a statement accompanying the 
proclamation, which differs from 
two previous ones only in the re- 
spect that it does not provide for 
a moratorium on the payment of 
debts. 

Committees of depositors ap- 
pointed by the Governor asked him 
to continue the holiday, he said, 
because they needed additional 
time in which, to investigate con- 
ditions in each of the several Wing- 
field banks. He indicated that, if, 
on Dec. 18, they required even 
more time, he would extend the 
holiday into January.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26:—Using a 
pistol police say his wife smuggled 
in to him, Andrew McCormick, a 
confessed bank robber, killed Wil- 
liam McConnell, head keeper of 
Brooklyn city prison, wounded a 
priest and then killed himself be- 
fore his wife's eyes tonight when 
he found escape impossible. The 
prison is known as Raymond Street 
Jail. 

A riot alarm called 400 police- 
men, armed with tear gas and sub- 


machine guns, to the prison in ra- 
dio cars. Searchlight batteries 
swept into action on the prison 
walls, but other prisoners, unaware 
of the disturbance, remained quiet. 
Mrs. Lucille McCormick, steno- 
grapher wife of McCormick, admit- 
ted slipping a pistol to her husband 
when kissing him good by in the 
visitors’ reception room, police say. 
She had pleaded successfully with 
Warden Harry L. Honeck for spe- 
cial permission to see her husband. 
When her time was up, she held 
him in a long embrace and when 
he turned his hand held a revolver. 
“Give me the keys and give 
them to me quick,” he command- 
ed, pointing the weapon at Her- 
bert Nolan, a guard standing out- 
side the door. Nolan protested he 
didn’t have the keys. 

Head Keeper William McConnell 
emerged from his office, nearby, 
attracted by the disturbance. See- 
ing McCormick armed he reached 
for his own pistol, but McCormick 
shot him dead. 

Followed by his screaming wife, 
McCormick ran back toward the 
cell blocks, apparently with the 
intention of liberating his younger 
brother, Michael, who was to have 
been sentenced with him Monday 
for, bank robbery. 

Finding the way barred, he 
turned back. - Nolan fired several 
shots at him but missed. 

Warden Honeck arrived at this 
juncture, followed by his son, the 
Rev. Harry L. Honeck Jr. Both 
walked into the line of fire. One 
of McCormick’s shots struck the 
Warden’s shoe, glanced off and hit 
his son in the knee, Father Ho- 
neck, a priest attached to the Ro- 
man Catholié diocese of Savannah, 
Ga., who had been visiting his 
father over Thanksgiving, was not 
seriously wounded. 

McCormick, finding escape cut 
off, stepped around a corner and 
shot himself through the temple, 
falling dead at his wife's feet. 

McCormick’s wife was held for 
questioning.

ROOSEVELT HEARS 
GRANGE MEN AND 
THER FARM PLANS 


President-Elect Trying to 
Get Leaders of Agricul- 
ture Together on Basis 
for Legislation. 


HE HOPES CONGRESS 
ACTS THIS SESSION

“Issue Special Call — Five 
Farm Bodies to Meet in 
Washington.

WARM SPRINGS, Nov. 26.—In 
an hour’s conference with the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National 
Grange; President-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt told the farm leaders to- 
day he hoped the short session of 
Congress would enact legislation 
for handling the problem raised by 


the 1933 crop. 

The meeting, one of a_ series 
Roosevelt will hold in evolving a 
plan for dealing with the agricul- 
tural question, brought at its end 
an announcement from Louis J. 
Taber, Ohio, master of the Grange, 
that a joint gathering of five farm 
organizations will be held in Wash- 
ington shortly to seek an agree- 
ment on the method. 

Such a meeting will be in line 
with the proposal made by Roose- 
velt in his farm: relief speech at 
Topeka, Kan., at the beginning of 
his Western campaign trip. 

Taber said that while he gained 
the impression that Roosevelt did 
not wish to be placed in the posi- 
tion of appearing to dictate to Con- 
&tess at the short session, he indi- 
cated he desired some legislation 
for dealing with the 1933 crop. 
Otherwise, as some of those who 
have visited Roosevelt during the 
last week have indicated, a spe- 
cial session probably will be neces- 
sary early in the new administra- 
tion. : 

Grange Proposals Discussed, 

In their talk with Roosevelt this 
afternoon in his hilltop cottage, 
the Grange representatives dis- 
cussed their own. proposals for 
handling the surplus crops and 
agricultural credits. 

On the first, they are willing to 
accept the export debenture, the 
domestic allotment or any other 
plan that appears feasible for deal- 
ing with the farm surplus. They 
did not lay any cut-and-dried pro- 
gram before Roosevelt, but did urge 
some credit plan by which the 
farmer might hold his farm and 
home. 

Under the plan outlined by the 
farm leaders for dealing with sur- 
plus crops, the Farm Board would 
be given the authority to employ 
the method a majority of its mem- 
bers deemed most feasible—a pro- 
posal similar to the plan outlined 
in a bill reported to the Senate at 
the last session by its Agriculture 
Committee but never acted on. 

Taber said Roosevelt asked that 
the members of the Grange Exec- 
utive Committee keep in touch 
with both him and the chairmen 
of the Agriculture Committees of 
the House and Senate. A group of 
members of the House committee 
will visit Roosevelt next week at 
Warm Springs. 

Taber said Roosevelt did not in- 
dicate any preference for the ex- 
port debenture or the domestic al- 
lotment plan, but that he came 
away with the impression that 
Roosevelt was keeping an open 
mind on the question. 

Combination Plan Likely. 

Replying to questions, Taber said 
it might develop that the plan fi- 
nally employed would be a com- 
bination of several methods—the 
domestic allotment and the export 
debenture and possibly some other 
—each arranged to deal with the 
crops to which it was best adapted. 

Among the other questions dis- 
cussed was the possibility of liber- 
alizing the machinery of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and adding tod the facilities of the 
farm loan system to improve the 
farm credit situation. 

The Grange delegation did not 
go into several phases of the pro- 
gtam it approved yesterday in the 
final session of the Grange meet-

He confronted them as they at- 
tempted to bind the elderly drug- 
gist, and shot both when they 
rushed toward him. One of the 
men tried to shoot his way out 
of the place but his antiquated re- 
volver failed to fire and before 
he could crook his trigger finger 
again Palermo killed him. 

Slain Robbers Identified, 

The robber with the revolver, 
shot in the left arm and chest, 
and almost instantly killed, was 
identified as Francis Trudell, 4a 
petty thief and drug addict, who 
resided at 1441 Clinton street. 

The other, shot in the head, was 
Ben Joseph. also known as Jamvs, 

ho said when last arrested that 

lived in the 3200 block of South 
Jefferson avenue. | 

He and Trudell were identified by 
Mrs. Trudell, who was arrested in 
Joseph's automobile, around the 
corner, after the men had. been 
shot. Joseph died at City Hospital 
an hour after the holdup without 
regining consciousness.

HOOVER STANDS PAT 
ON COMMISSION PLAN 


Includes Suggestion in Re- 
fusing Request of Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia to 
Extend Moratorium.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Into 
the war debt situation was thrust 
today a proposal by a committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States that America 
grant revisions in return for re- 
ductions in armament and .trade 
concessions. 

The American Government de- 
livered to two more nations—Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia—replies 
similar to those given Great Brit- 
ain and France, refusing to sus- 
pend instaliments due Dec. 15, but 
expressing President Hoover’s in- 
tention of seeking an agenty to 
consider the subject. 

The Chamber of Commerce re- 
port described itself as presenting 


. “a business man’s viewpoint as to

Cancellation. 

Cancellation was specifically op- 
posed in the report which said, 
however, that the American Gov- 
ernment, on “satisfactory proof” 
of economic conditions materially 
altering the bases of existing debt 
agreements, should “negotiate such 
modifications . . . a8 may be 
found in the interest of world re- 
covery and the American taxpayer 
and producer.” 

“If the United States makes fure' 
ther adjustment of the terms of 
the debt settlements with the Eu- 
ropean debtor governments,” the 
report continued, “such adjustment 
must not throw the undiminished 
tax burden upon the American 
taxpayer. 

“Most important among the mea- 
sures of relief which can be 
brought to the American taxpay- 
er, and the taxpayers of ali coun- 
tries, is a substantial reduction of 
armament. Neither the interested 
debtors nor the rest of the world 
should look to the United States 
to forego debt payments without 
assurance that such armament re- 
duction will be achieved. 

For Better Markets, 

“A further measure of relief, 
which, in amount, can equal or ex- 
ceed the relief through reduction 
of armaments, can be brought 
about through opening of foreign 
markets to American trade on fair 
competitive terms. In our opinion, 
the United States Government, in 
any further negotiations with §for- 
eign debtor countries with refer- 
ence to adjustment of the debts, 
should seek such treatment for our 
trade as to accomplish this purpose. 

“The payment of international 
obligations and the maintenance 
and development of international 
commerce can be facilitated by the 
enlightened policy and action of 
Government. The world economic 
conference in 1927 urged the re- 
moval of excessive trade restric- 
tions and excessive tariffs. We are 
on the eve of another international 
economic conference. 

Favors “Reasonable” Tariff. 

“While not in any degree urging 
departure from the policy of rea- 
sonable protective tariff for the 
United States, to which the Na- 
tional Chamber stands committed, 
we would urge in the interest of 
world recovery and for the benefit 
of American producers, traders and 
investors, the effective co-operation 
of the United States Government 
in world efforts to remove all un- 
necessary and excessive barriers to 
international commerce.”

“The man with the revolver 
grabbed me,” he said, “and began 
trying to tie my hands with a 
handkerchief.

put a handkerchief over my-eyes.

Mrs. Trudell Arrested.

-BALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 
26.—-One convict was wounded, a 
dining room wrecked and_a cell- 
house threatened by fire in a riot 
at the Utah State prison tonight. 


The blaze was brought under 
control by fire companies and the 
250 rioting prisoners were subdued 
by prison guards before a squad 
of 25 city policemen and deputy

| Apparatus ‘Simple and Cheap.’ With Power 
Consumption of 30 Watts— Com- 
munication Is Secret. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 26.—In ‘a fewjed 
months ultra-short wave radio tel- 
ephone service is likely to be in 
everyday commercial operation, 
Guglielmo Marconi said today as 


‘The left for London where, before 


a meeting of scientists, he will 


‘make an address in which he is 


expected to reveal some of the se- 
crets of his revolutionary method 
of transmission. 

The world’s first ultra-short 
wave wireless telephone, invented 
by Senator Marconi, now is operat- 
ing experimentally between Vati- 
can City and the Papal summer 
home at Castel Gandolfo. This 
system is complete except for the 
substitution of permanent wiring 
for temporary wiring, but it will 
not be formally inaugurated until 
the inventor returns from London. 

Marconi has no doubt about the 
practical application of the sys- 
tem. The present apparatus is 
small, reasonably dimple and quite 
cheap in comparison with the 
long-wave commercial system. The 
power consumption is only 30 watts, 
the equivalent of a small electric 
light. 

Offers Great Possibilities. 

* According to the inventor, the 
cheapness. of the ultra-short wave 
method offers great possibilities. 
In Italy, for instance, it would 
mean that nearly every island 
along the coast could have inex- 
pensive telephone communication 
with the mainland and with the 
rest of the world, 

The ultra-short wave telephone 
“line” is secret, the inventor point- 
ed out, and no other waves can 
obliterate it. Nor is there atmos- 
pHeric interference, He considers 


for airplanes and for military 


purposes. 
Roughly the euiisean consists of 
somewhat modified telephone in- 
struments of normal appearance 
connected to combined transmitters 
and receivers through a _ central 
station connection. That means 
that the ordinary telephone user 
can bridge the air gap to an island 
or a ship’ and speak with other 
telephone users in their homes or 
with _ passengers. 


Ray. 
The pis telephone “Jine” is a 


| quasi-optical ray, with properties 


‘much like a ray of light. This ray 
is of high frequency, 600,000,000 
cycles a second. It is sent from a 
transmitter, emerging from the 
center of parabolic receiver formed 
of short copper rods fixed horizon- 
tally to four parabolic copper rods 
in a vertical plane. That receiver 
is also a reflector. 

The Vatican installation dupli- 
cates that used in experiments a 
year ago requiring that installation 
be in an unobstructed line of vis- 
ion, which is possible by placing 
the sending and receiving ‘“‘reflec- 
tors” on the roof of the Palace at 
Castel Gandolfo and of the Vatican

tem. This, he said, proves that it 
is possible to “bend” the rays over 
the earth’s curvature, and there- 
fore communication no longer is 
limited to points in a direct line of 
vision.

Congress 
bought it, along with 2999+ other 
Vollbehr incunabula, for $1,500,000. 
Before storing the Luther Bible 
in a safety vault here; Dr. Vollbehr 
took its three v6lumes from their 
individual, triple-padlocked wooded 
cases, turned their heavy parch- 
ment pages, and pointed out the 
many rarities within a rarity which 
makes this Bible rank as very high. 
Printed for a Prince, George III 
of Anhalt; a defender of Luther's 
reform movement, ‘the Bible was 
planned as one of the most elab- 
orate and historic of books. _. 
Iaicas Cranach, master artist of 
the German Reformation, was chos- 
en to illustrate it. He did it lavish- 
ly, with wood biocks and minia- 
tures, brilliantly illuminated.

but ff they. inherited from Mrs. 
Franz, who died in .1930, the in- 
heritance tax law would apply. 

Mrs. Franz had a life interest in 
the estate, and on her death, the 
10 ‘children inherited & in equal 
parts, under E. D. Franz’s. will. 
In litigation over the trusteeship, 
three and one-third of the 10 
shares were held, in Federal Court 
decisions, to have been shares of 
“remaindermen,”’ and to have come 
directly from the HB. D. Franz es- 
tate. For this reason, the State did 
not try to collect inheritance tax 
on these three and one-third 
shares.

“This statement, based on the 
reappraisal of assets of the asso- 
ciation and the setting up of neces- 
sary reserves, shqwed that the esti-, 
mated loss to the shareholders was 
15.7 per cent on the book value of 
their stock. The book value of the 
stock outstanding represents the 
total of net dues paid by the share- 
holders, plus dividends on the full- 
paid stock at the rate specified in 
the certificates, and dividends on 
all other classes of stock at the 
rate necessary to mature the same 
within the time estimated under 
the plans in effect at the time of 
receivership, that is, dividends at 
the rate of approximately 6 per 
cent per annum, compounded 
semi-annually.

-Accident trials in the 
British courts are placing in many 
cases a large part of the responsi- 
bility for accidents upon the fact 
that the tire equipment was proved 
unsafe. 

In the opinion of British judges, 
the man who drives his car upon 
tires that are smooth and subject 
to skids is a careless driver. This 
judicial attitude may influence the 
decisions of courts in this country. 

Safety directors are urging mo- 
torists to discard their tires when 
they have worn smooth, or to have 
them re-grooved if there is suffi- 
cient tread left.

Indications were that the Pres- 
ident would postpone for several 
days the appointment of a Chan- 
cellor to succeed Franz von Pa- 
pen, resigned. If the armistice

T IS trite but everlastingly true that one 
J: the hardest problems in government is 

to reduce expenses. 
today is the lusty oak of tomorrow. 

We are all, of course, for economy, just 
as we are for the multiplication table. . Now 
that the Federal Government is far in the 
red, we cry for economy with crusading fer- 
ror, It makes an easy and a mouth-filling 
shibboleth—one of those slogans by which 
we are governed. Parties write retrench- 
ment planks into their platforms; candidates 
promise a drastic cuttting of expenses; cham- 
bers of commerce demand it in ringing peti- 
tions to Congress. All are agreed .“in 
principle,” as the diplomatists say, that the 
cost of government must come down. 

Agreement ends when the effort is made 
to supply the principle in specific cases. For 
a new governmental service, a new board, 
bureau or commission, soon acquires’ the 
character of a vested interest, and he who 
would lay impious hands on it is damned 
as a vandal by those seeking its perpetuation. 
Not a single tree in the whole vast forest of 
Federal expenditures, can be. felled without ' 
an outcry from some influential quarter. - 

Nor is this protest  mecessarily selfish, 
Every function of the government, from 
battleship building to the issuance of bul- 
letins on rat extermination, has its ardent 
cevotees who sincerely believe that the. cur- 
tailment of that particular function would 
hurt the public weal.

gress are merely postponements that will 
have to be covered by deficiency appropria- 
tions in the next session. ~ 


Somebody Bound to Be Hurt. 

There is always a plethora of uninformed 
talk about the economy issue. It is not a 
simple issue. Waste and inefficiency in gov- 
ernment ought to be*attacked, of course, but 
it needs to be realized that whenever the 
Government curtails its spending somebody is 
bound to be hurt. The Government, for ex- 
ample, cannot stop road building without 
hurting the private business enterprises that 
sell’ road-building equipment and materials, 
and, by the same token, hurting the em- 
pioyes of those enterprises; the Government 
cannot lay off a charwoman or a clerk or any 
other employe without increasing the volume 
of unemployment and thereby adding to the 
drain on private charity. The closing down 
of a governmental activity as well as the 
closing down of a factory can throw men and 
women on the bread line. 

This is no brief against a sensible economy 
rrogram. Everybody realizes that what the 
President, when Secretary of Commerce, said 
about the “swamp of bad organization” in the 
Federal Government is true.- Various consoli- 
dations of boards and bureaus might profit- 
ably be made. Various “useless” services 
might be eliminated—though to say this 
completely begs the question. What is a “use- 
less” service? Former Senator Reed would 
say that the maternity and infancy service, 
for which millions of women through their 
organizations have passionately fought, is 
worse than useless. Oswald Garrison Villard 
would say that the army and the navy ap- 
proach the useless class and ought to be se- 
verely cut down. Some would abolish the 
Department of Agriculture; some would nar- 
row the activities of the Department of Com- 
merce; some would stop all Federal “sub- 
sidies to the states. And so on. In any given 
case, one is likely to find that the. contro- 
versy over the maintenance of a governmen- 
tal activity is bottomed on an irreconcilable 
difference between two philosophies of goy- 
ernment. 


State and Local Problem. 

That is another stoty. All that this article 
aims to do is to point out the difficulties 
in the way of effective governmental econ- | 
omy and suggest that all grandiose schemes’ 
for lopping a billion and a half or a Dillion 
dollars off the $4,000,000,000 Federal 
budget should be viewed with ‘skepticism, 

_ What is said here relates to the Federal 
Government. It ought to be noted that the 
great field for public saving lies in the cost 
of state and local governments. Coolidge 
and Hoover have told us this repeatedly, and 
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it is unquestionably true. 
Economy League, of which Rear Admiral 
Byrd is the chairman, estimates: that the cost 
of government in the United States outside 
the Federal sphere is $11,000,000,000. Much 
of this results from the multiplicity of our 
taxing units. Why, for example, should Mis- 
souri have to support 114 separate county 
governments?. But all this, too, is another 
story. 

How cam the cost of the Federal Geteia 
ment be reduced without crippling essential 
services? Expenditures are now running at 
the rate of about $4,000,000,000 a year. The 
largest single {tem is that which goes to pay 
interest on and retire the principal of the 
public debt. The total here is $1,137,000,- 
000, of which $640,000,000 is for interest 
and $497,000,000 to carry out the statutory 
provisions for a sinking fund. 
cent of the Government’s total expenditure 
goes to the service of the debt. This is a 
fixed charge due largely to the war. No econ- 
omy is possible in this segment of the Gov- 
ernment’s expenses. 

The second greatest item is that of war 
pensions and all the othér benefits to veter- 
ans and their dependents. It amounts rough- 
ly to $950,000,000, or just a little short of 
one-quarter of the total expenditures, Should 
this amount be cut? The National Eeonomy 
League says that.it should. The league is 
heading a national drive, supported by Al- 
fred E. Smith and other distinguished per- 
sons, ‘for the elimination of about one-half 
of the benefits to veterans—the $425,000,- 
000 paid on account of deaths and disabili- 
tiés not incurred in the line of war duty. 
Will Congress whittle down the veterans’ 
benefits? We have seen’ what happened to 
the effort to cut off a modest $48,714,000 
through the economy Dill. 

In his Detroit campaign speéch, President 

Hioover said that Mr. Roosevelt, in order to 
execute his promise of a billion dollar cut in 
the Federal budget, would have to take 
$500,000,000 from the veterans, and this, 
said Mr. Hoover, “would be a gross  in- 
justice.”” The President did not say how 
much, if any, should be taken, 
‘ The Democratic platform is cautious on 
this subject. It advocates “the full measure 
of justice and generosity for all war veterang 
who have suffered disability or disease caused 
by or resulting from actual service in time of 
war and for their dependents.’”’ This leaves 
the way open to cuts in the lIgrge sum for 
non-service-connected cases. Will Congress 
avail itself of this opening? We shall see. 
It’s a safe bet that neither the old nor the 
incoming Congress will cut the veterans by an 
amount anywhere near the recommended 
half billion. The age of political miracles has 
not arrived. : 


16 Pct. For National Defense. 

Eliminating the debt charges, 29 per cent, 
and the veterans’ benefits, 24 per cent, there 
is left just 47 per cent as the area in which 
an appreciable saving can be made. Of this 
remainder, about $650,000,000, or 16 per 
| cent of the total national budget, is the 
national defense. , 

Shall we cut the army and navy? ‘Prost. 
dent Hoover said at Detroit that ‘‘in the pres- 
ent disturbed state of the world we must not 
further reduce our defenses without a gen- 
eral agreement on reduction of arms.” ‘The 
Democratic platform calls for “a navy and an 
army adequate for national defense, based on 
a.survey of all facts affecting the existing 
establishments.” This may mean anything— 
or nothing. President-elect Roosevelt* has 
said nothiag to alarm the friends of the army 
and the navy.

HERE can be no real peace in Europe; 

there can be no disarmament of any mo- 

ment, particularly land disarmament, un- 
til the Russian problem is settled. There can 
be no economic health or stability in Europe, 
or the world, so long as this gigantic power, 
stupendous and incalculable in her natural 
wealth and her man-power, is struggling to 
escape her thraldom; and this will last as 
long as she is treated as an outlaw AMONE | 
nations. 

There are serious problems connected with 
Russia and our relationship to Russia, but 
these problems can better be dealt with if the 
ordinary relations betwen nations are estab- 
lished between Russia and all other govern- 
ments. We can never deal with Russia satis- 
factorily to ourselves or to Russia under the 
present program. 

The present Government of Russia has been 
in existence now for 13 years. ‘That gov- 
ernment is in complete control of Russia. It 
has maintained that control under most ex- 


traordinary circumstances and most adverse | 


conditions. It bas resisted invasion from 
without and revolution from within. No gov- 
ernment in Europe has maintained its exist- 
ehce under more trying and difficult circum- 
stances or under greater or more severe at- 
tacks than has the Russian Government. 


Potential Market. 

No .one would rejoice more than myself 
to see the Government of Russia changed in 
many essential particulars. No doubt it will 
be changed, though probably not speedily. 
But the present government with all its faults 
has done more for the people of Russia in 10 
years than the old Government of. the Czars 
did in 200 years. 

The greatest potential, the greatest devel- 
oping market in the world for American goods 
is in Russia. - This market is ours under any; 
reasonable policy. Our conditions, our great 
unemployed ought to encourage us to seek 
foreign markets wherever they may be found. 

Our present policy with reference to Rus- 
sia does not keep out of Russia those who 
have the ability of themselves and of their 
own means to go into Russia. The large busi- 
ness interests are carrying on business with 
Russia, possibly under some disadvantages, 
but not under controlling disadvantages. 

The trouble with the present program is 
that it militates against the man of ordinary 
means. Without consuls, without the am- 
bassador, without the representatives of the 
Government, unless he is of sufficient affairs 
financially to finance his own proposition and 
to purchase his.own protection from his own 
special agents, it ts practically impossible for 
him to do business in Russia.

ALTER LIPPMANN goes to con- 

siderable length in defining from 
his viewpoint the present foreign debt 
problem. After pointing out the evils 
of repudiation and dismissing cance 
tion upon the ground “America will not 
offer it and none of the important debt- 
ors will ask for it,” he proceeds upon 
the assumption that the only alterna- 
tive is revision. In plain words, the im- 
plications of this article would seem to 
be, since the American people have 
spoken in unmistakable terms against 
cancelation, then the Hoover Govern- 
ment should be maneuvered into a posi- 
tion favorable to the scaling down of 
these debts by the new Democratic ad- 
ministration. 

Gov. Roosevelt, apparently, was mind- 
ful of this situation when he pointed 
out that, while he was willing to co- 
operate in all matters relating to the 
welfare of the country, in the last anal- 
ysis, the immediate question raised. by 
the British, French and other notes cre- 
ated a responsibility which résted upon 
those now vested with executive and leg- 
islative authority. The President-elect 
would appear to be observant of the fact 
he was elected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority while committed to a platform 
against cancelation, and undoubtedly 
realizes that any cofiference called for 
a revision of.these debts could have 
meaning only -im a partial cancelation 
and the breaking of faith with the elec- 
torate commensurate therewith.

The time cries for wisdom, but it knows not whom 
to believe. One of the earliest philosophers was Xeno- 
phaneés of Colophon, a city in Greece. The tests of hu- 
man wisdom then were very much what they are 
now. When things went awry, the people despaired. A 
philosopher once remarked to Xenophaties that the 
wise man was not to bée found in their time, to which 
Xenophanes replied: “Naturally, for it would take a 
wise man to recognize a wise man.” So would it 
take a wise man in our own troubled time to decide 
who is wise, whether Cofigress or the economists, 
whether thé interested Hutopeans who cry for haste 
or.the equally interested Americans. who counsel 
patience. 


The question is what the compensation can be. It is 
a favorite argument against cancelation that the 
Europeans only want to spend the money upon arma- 
ments. Géenator Borah is perhaps the leader of that 
scheol which insists that we cannot forgive the debts 
without gaining something in return. Nevertheless, 
he realizes the danger of delay. In April he de 
manded payment of the war debts. In July he ad- 
vocated an international conference for their amelio 
ration, saying: : 

The stakes are tremendous. Delay is hazard- 
ous. Sixty days of depression in the latter part 
of 1932 will be more devastating than six months 
in the latter part of 1930. If thé upwhid trend 
does not start before the cold winds of' Decéni- 
ber, conditions will be nothing less than ap- 
palling. We should enter such a conference 
where there is so much involved without any 
limitation and with no other objective than to 
aid in the preservation of modern civilization. 

Europe has not said we want the money to pay 
for our own excessive armaments, but theré would be 
justice in such a plea. The United States spent for 
armaments, exclusive of pensions, in 1932, $696,691,- 
000; in 1931, $699,177,000; in 1980, $702,812,000, Ig the 
last fiscal year, France spent for this purpos® $641,- 
300,000; Great Britain, $527,500,000. Our expendi- 
tures for afmaments are therefore the largest inthe 
world. This is not altogether because of the sise of 
our armaments, but also because of the higher costs 
paid by the United States for war machines and the 
fact that we pay the standing army wages far beyond 
those paid by the other Powers. 

Disarmament is perhaps the greatést of all inter- 
national problems. It is @ question whether the wat 
debts can be used to promote it, whether we can wait 
to let them do so, whéther it is necessary té do so. A 
good many sble students of the subject think not. 
They regard disarmament as an economic necessity 
which will be imposed upon the world. 


The Italian Government has, of coursé, already 
diminished its armament expenditures, despite its re 
cent braggadocio for the benefit of the French. Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler isthe outstanding lay advo 
cate of cancelation. Asked what his answer is to thé 
argument that we can, if we ate patient, trade the 
war debts for disarmament, he wiréd a8 follows: 


It was to shed light upon such subjects as the war 
debts that the late Robert S. Brookings éstablished 
the Brookings Institution at Washingten. Two of the 
economists at that institution, Profs. Harold G. Moul- 
ton and Leo Pasvolsky, have exhaustively studied the 
international debts. Their book on the subject, “War 
Debts and World Prosperity,” is recognized as thé 
best treatment of the subject extant. Profs. Moultoh 
and Pasvolsky looked at the problem all the way 
around. 

They considered it in its relation to the supply 
of geld, since all payments up to this time have 
been madé in gold. They cotisidered it in its rela- 
tion to the international economy and to interna- 
tional trade. They became convinced that the issue 
is immensely mofe far-reaching than we have under 
stood. | 

We must recall that the world has never had a 
consideréd political economy. It has never had the 
benefit of a balancing agency that might maintain 
the equilibrium of trade and finance everywhere. 
The relations of nations have been like Topsy: they 
have “just growed.” Now, when the whole world 
is in torment, when trade is lower than it has been 
for a quarter of a century, whén the people of evéry 
nation groah under the butden of debt, and when 
even the most solvent of nations, Gréat Britain, con- 
teases doubt of hér ability to pay her debts, there 
is @ growing realization that some machinery must | 
be set up to stabilize the international economy.

Milk to be’ delivered free to 
those famtlies which have chil- 
drén. 

No eviction of unemployed 
workers. Rent to be paid out 
of relief funds. 

All applications for relief to 
be taken by neighborhood sta- 
tions, that is, by the stations in 
the neighborhood in which the 
workers live.

NO NOBEL PRIZE FOR PEACE 
TO BE AWARDED THIS YEAR 


‘Committee Decides Against Desig- 
_ mation Which Went to Dr. But- 
ler and Jane Addams in 1931.

OSLO, Norway, Nov. 26.—The 


Storting (National Assembly) No- 
bel Committee decided today that 
an award of the Nobel peace prize 
would not be made this year. 


The peace prize, which was val- 
ued at about $40,000 last year when 
awarded to President Nicholas Mur- 


and Miss Jane Addams of Hull 
House, Chicago, was founded by 
Alfred Bernhard Nobel, inventor of 
dynamite and guncotton, who died 
in 1896. ; 

A Norwegian Assembly com- 
mittee, composed of five members, 
was empowered to award the 
Nobel prize for peace. Other Nobel 
prizes are for physics, chemistry, 
medicine and literature. A Swed-

SERGE P. KORGUEF, NOTED 
VIOLIN TEACHER, 69, DIES 


HANOVER, N. H., Nov. 26. — 
Serge P. Korgueff, former concert 
master of the Czar’s Imperial or- 
chestra, who came to America 
when in danger of imprisonment 
after the Russian revolution, died 
today at the age of 69, in Dart- 
mouth College infirmary. He had 
been visiting lecturer in music at 
Dartmouth since 19265. 

An associate of Alexander Glaz- 
ounoff and of Leopold Auer in the 
Conservatory of Music in St. Pe- 
térsburg, Prof. Korgueff was one 
of the most famous violin teachers 
of his time. He was professor of 
the violin at the 8t. Petersburg Con- 
servatory of Music for 24 years, 
was a member of the Auer string 
quartet and of the Russian string 
quartet, from 1888 to 189i-he was 
concert master of thé Imperial 
Symphonic Orchestra of the Rus- 
sian Imperial Music Society. 

In 1919 he married Marie Pet- 
roff, who survives him.

Prof. ‘Thomas: ¢ Cate 
Issues-Account of City’s 
Distinctive Features. 


A study of the geographic land- 
.| Scape of metropolitan St. Louis by 
Prof. Lewis F. Thomas, associate 
professor of geography at Wash- 
*jington University, has been com- 
“| pleted and published with other 
seientific articles in a university 
study series. | 

With the purpose of considering 
the physical environment “as a 
structural framework for cultural 
adjustments,” Prof. Thomas has 
worked out a readable discussion 
of all elements making up the city. 
Declaring that the “river factor’ 
in the landscape of St. Louis takes 


favored resubmission or repeal.itirst place, Prof. Thomas gives the 


following description of the Missis- 
sippi in the 19 miles of its metro- 
politan portion: “From a distance 
the reflected light gives a silvery 
sheen to this ribbon of water. 
Closer inspection of the upstream 
portion, however, shows two colors: 
on the right or Missouri side, yel- 
low, due to the muddy waters of 
the Missouri River; on the left or 
Illinois side, gray, due to the clear- 
er waters from the Upper: Missis- 
sippi River. In the downstream | 
portion the addition of oils, sew- 
age, factory wastes and rubbish has 
soiled the river and made it sor- 
did.” 

The average width of the river, 
he says, 2000 feet and _ typical 
depths are givén ranging from 15 
to 30 feet below zero stage at vari- 
ous points. The velocity of the 
stream at low stage is given as two 
and three-quarters miles an. hour 
but increases to eight and a half 
miles an hour at flood stage. 

The city itself is considered in a 
series of units. These are: Down- 
town, Easton-Grand, Northwest 
Factory, Normandy Heights, 
North Broadway Factory, North- 
ern Suburban, Mill Creek, Comp- 
ton Hill-Carondelet, Clifton 
Heights, South Broadway Factory, 
River des Peres, Southern Subur- 
ban, Western Suburban, Clayton-Hi 
Point, Midland Heights and Web- 
ster-Kirkwood Heights sections.

| $00-Foot Altitude Explored’ | 


‘By Yale Expedition.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 26.— 
Forty-six hundred square miles of 
territory in the Himalayan . newnch-= 
tains have 


mapped for the first time by Yale’s 

North India expedition. A report 
of the survey, all of which is above 
an altitude of 14,600 feet, has just 
been received by President James 
Rowland Angell of Yale trom Prof. / 
Hellmut de Terra, the expedition’s 

director. 

“The geological data amassed," 
wrote De Terra, “tend to prove that 
Himalaya and Karakorum, the 
world's highest mountain ranges, 
possess a geological structure simi- 
lar to that which characterizes the 
Alps in Europe, a result which -will 
ultimately lead to a. better under- 
standing of the origin of high 
mountain ranges. 

“Collections of invertebrate fos- 
sils from-hitherto unexplored re- 
gions will throw new light on the 
geological history of Central Asia.” 

Yale geographers expressed the 
belief the new map will be valua- 
bié in explaining the process which 
raised a former level lowland to'a 
height of mor. than 20,000 feet. 
The Himalayas and nearby ranges 
jare the scene of the most recent 
mountain building. . 

Elevated Lakes Examined. 

Elevated Jakes in the region were 
examined chemically and biologi- 
cally forecomparison with existing 
conditions of western Central Asia. 
Prof. G. E. Hutchinson, biologist, 
and G. E. Lewis, paleontologist, 
gathered information on factors de- 
termining the redistribution of ani- 
mal life and on trends of develop- 
ment. compared to that of animal 
life in nearby lowlands. 

Lewis obtained a collection of 
vertebrate. fossils dating from the 
tertiary period, or the age of mam- 
mals; when quadrupeds were the 
dominant form of life. They were 
found in. the Siwalik Hills of North- 
ern Asia, the report said, and will 
be sent to the Peabody Museum 
here. 

De Terra wrote that the expedi- 
tion has returned to Brinigar, the 
capital of Kashmir, after a success- 
ful season in Western Tibet. 


members of the expedition traveled 
1300 miles across the barren moun- 
tain ranges north of the Himalaya, 
which are known as the WBastern 
Karakorum. This meant moving a 
large scientific apparatus as well as 
provisions on ponies and yaks 
across passes over 18,500 feet, often 
still covered -with snow. 
Food Depots Established. 

“As the greatest portion of the 
area traversed lies beyond the up- 
per limit of human habitation, the 
highest permanent settlement be- 
ing situated at 14,500 feet above 
sea level, food depots had to be 
established at various stages along 
the route, 

“Contrary to rumors at times 
circulating in North Indian bazaars 
that all the transport animals had 
pérished on the high storm-swept 
plateaus, the expedition encoun- 
tered no serious ldéssés nor ob- 
stacles in the courée of its scien- 
tific work. This was due in great 
part to the helpful co-operation of

DESIGNS CRITICISED 


Architect Says They Are Too 
Lavish and Public Structures © 
Suffer Thereby.

Public architecture has suffered 


|} from the lavish design of commer- 


cial buildings, according to J. Ellis 
Jackson of the Rhode Island Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of 
Architects. In American cities, the 
banker, the merchant, the inn- 
keeper, the play producer and 
others have stolen a march on the 
people themselves, Jackson de- 
clareés. 


“To attain their ends, the owners 
have employed the choicest and 
rarest of materials such as marbles, 
bronzes, frescoes, rare woods, and 
the like,” he says. “This condi- 
tion has led-to the cheapening of 
those effects which should prop- 
erly be employed in only the most 
isolated and unusual cases, in 
order that appreciation of their 
values may be maintained. 

“Our public buildings, municipal, 
state and governmental, have, I 
believe, suffered thereby: for it is 
they that should truly represent 
the power and the ideals of the 
community. 

“In New York City business af- 
fair’ are carried on daily by men 
and women in palaces which, due 
to business distractions, make no 
apparent impression upon their 
thought, or minds, as they move in 
quick succession from one place to 
another. 

“These buildings are but stage 
settings in our panorama of life, 
each in turn attempting to outdo 
the other, and in no way distribut- 
ing through the community a gen- 
eral increase in either tone or sub- 
stance. 

“How much more appropriate if 
they were. modified, harmonious 
and suitable to the purposes for 
which they are intended and used, 
thus giving to the whole civic 
structure a feeling of uniform 
adaptability that would be at the 
same time satisfying. Present con- 
ditions provide isolated buildings of 
great esthetic. merit and interest. 
Slums. and newly contsructed mag- 
nificence exist side by side to the 
discomfort of both. 

“The crowning feature of a com- 
munity’s pride must be its public 
structures. The semi-public, the 
institutional, the commercial, and 
the private buildings should occu- 
py a subservient place in an en- 
semble that, were perfection attain- 
able, would constitute a harmon- 
ious whole. We have every need 
in our daily affairs of closer asso- 
ciation with the idealistic.”

Building permit figures in 572) 
cities and towns of the United 
States during the month of Oc- 
tober, 1932, amounted to’ $31,400,- 
024, according to official reports 
made to S. W. Straus & Co. This 
figure represents a 13.3 per cent 
decline from September, 1932, 
when the volume of these cities 
was $36,228,605, as compared with 
a normal seasonal expected in- 
crease of 5.5 per cent. Permits 
issued during October, 1932, fell 
64.2 per cent below the same 
month of 1931. 

The decline in building in Oc- 
tober is further shown in the fact 
that there were only three cities 
which issued permits to the extent

$100,000 or more.

The 25 leading cities, as a group, 
reporting the largest volume of 
permits for October, show a de- 
cline of 3.2 per cent from Septem- 
ber, 1932; a decline of 62 per cent 
from October, 1931, and a decline 
of .74.2 per cent from October, 
1930.

Contracts awarded for new con- 
struction in the 37 states east of 
the Rocky Mountains during the 
period from Nov. 1 through Nov. 
15, 1932, totaled $50,990,300, ac- 


cording to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. During the corresponding pe- 
riod of October, 1932, a contract 
volume of $54,339,300 was reported. 

The October contract total for 
construction in the 37 Eastern 
states aggregated $107,473,900 and 
contrasted with $127,526.700 for 
September and $242,094,200, for Oc- 
tober, 1931. Declines from Sép- 
tember, 1932, were sustained in 
each of the four major structural 
classifications, except public utili- 
ties. Residential building showed 
a contraction from the September 
contract total amounting to about 
4 per cent; non-residential building 


suffered a decline of about 25 per 


cent; public works declined about 
22 per cent, and the value of pub- 
lie utilities contracts was almost 
double that reported for Septem- 
ber. Each of the major types re- 
ported large declines from October, 
1931. . 

For the elapsed 10 months of 
1932 tota] construction -contracts 
aggregated $1,164,837,100 as con- 
tracted with $2,804,802,000 for the 
correspounding period of 1931. 
Relatively, residential building and 
public utilities suffered more than 
did either non-residential building 
or public works. The residential 
total for the year to date, amount- 
ing to $247,865,100, compares with 
$729,934,800 for the corresponding 
10 months of 1931. Non-residen- 
tial contracts during the elapsed 


period of the current year ‘aggre- 
gated $424,199,900 in contrast with | 
$1,002,261,800 for the same period 
a year ago. Public works contracts 
during the first 10 months of 1932 
totaled $427,737,600, as against 
$797,140,600 for the corresponding 
period of 1931; and contracts for 
public utilities showed @ total of 
$65,034,500, as compared with

Of the 13 districts only three— 
Middle Atlantic, Kansas City, and 
Texas—showed contract totals for 
October larger than were reported 
for their respective areas during 
September.

DRAW CHILEAN JOBLESS 


Shipper Urges Nation to Forget 
About Nitrate and Copper 
for a While. :

By the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 26.—A 
rush to the gold fields in recent 
months and a back-to-the-farm 
movement, with the return of sum- 
mer to this sub-equatorial coun- 
try, have reduced Chile's unem- 
ployment so much that D. Stewart 
Iglehart, American shipper, thinks 
the nation’s salvation from  eco- 
nomic chaos will be found in the 
precious metal and agriculture. 

Iglehart, who is president of W. 
R. Grace & Co., west coast trading 
and shipping concern, has suggest- 
ed to the Government that major 
attention be given to the panning 
of gold in the streams and rivers 
that flow from the Andes to the 
sea, and to increasing the produc- 
tion area in the farming regions. 

Thousands of unemployed have 
left the centers of population for 
the streams and mines, and many 
thousand more persons, including 
needy of ‘poth sexes ,have left towns 
and cities for farms. 

Iglehart believes that Chileans 
should forget about nitrate and 
copper for the moment, and con- 
centrate on other emergency means 
of bringing about better. times s0 
that when nitrate and copper find 
a renewal of better world market 
conditions, the country may be 
much stronger financially. He 
predicted such a course would 
speed the return of prosperity. 

The plan is, in practice and ef- 
fect, a return of the colonial days 
when the rush of the Spaniards to 
the gold areas made history in 
Chile, and agriculture, too, was an 
important source of income. 

Iglehart estimates “an average 
day’s work in gold washing will 
yield one-half to one gram of gold,

These vagabond youths may be found 
in any part of the country today, since 
there .is no section free from unemploy- 
ment and want, but in the autumn, winter 
and spring, the migratory army of men 
and boys circulates most conspicuously in 
Florida, the Gulf States, the Southwest and 
California, where the climate is less rigorous. 
In the past the single transient was usually 
the seasonal laborer, or the common hobo, 
or an occasional runaway boy or adventur- 
ous youth. But today it is the young men 
and boys—some of them 13, 14 and 15 
years of age—who predominate, -boys who 
would normally be at work or in school. 

The problem, of course, has become a 
serious one for the railroads, for boys and 
men swarm on freight trains in such num- 
bers that the railroad police are literally 
helpless to keep them off. Along the 
route of the Southern 
Pacific, many small towns 
in Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona report the 
daily passing of more 
than 200 men and boys. 

The Santa Fe at Albu- 
querque averages around 
80 a day. In the 8 
months ending April 30, 
1932, the Southern Pa- 
cific, with 9130 miles of 
track, ejected almost a 
half-million trespassers. 
This figure contains some 
duplications, since a man 
may be ejected at move 
than one terminal, but :t 
also falls far short of the 
total, since all railroad 
police admit that only a 
portion of those beating 
their way on freights ever 
come to the attention of 
the officers. During the 
month of May railroad 
men in Kansas City said 
that a conservative esti 
mate of the men and boys 
riding on freights through 
the city was a ‘minimum 
of 1500 a day. Obviously,

no police force can cope with such num- 
bers. According to counts that have been 
made at certain points, it is estimated that 
approximately twenty-five per cent of these 
freight riders are under 21. 

Many of these vagabonds make their 
way, or part of it, by hitch-hiking. Offi- 
cers in charge of plant quarantine stations 
on the principal highways leading into Cali- 
fornia recently made some actual sample 
counts of hitch-hiking boys under 21 en- 
tering the State. And it was found that 
an average of 150 boys under 21 entered 
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Group of boys at Detroit, tracing their 
wanderings on a map.

Many states and townships, however, 
have laws making it a misdemeanor to 
‘“hitch-hike,’ the idea apparently being to 
prevent vagabonds from being brought into 
towns where they will be a burden or a 
menace. Furthermore, many drivers are 
afraid to pick up strangers, with the result 
that most of the boys are drawn, to the 
freight trains which offer faster and more 
continuous transportation. Freight yards 
are policed. Hence trains must be boarded

outside the yard limits while the train is in 
motion. One railroad alone reported more 
than 50 young men and boys killed and 
more than 100 crippled in this way last 
winter. 

And even arm injury is.avoided, the 
hardships of such travel are extreme. Boys 
accustomed to decent standards of living, 
such as formerly obtained in even the most 
modest of homes, now find themselves going 
for days and weeks at a time without tak- 
ing off their clothes to sleep at night, be- 
coming dirty, unkempt and a host to vermin. 
They may go for days with nothing to eat 
but coffee, bread and beans, when they 
get even that. They suffer from exposure, 
and in one Western city last winter thirty- 
five young men and boys were removed 
from box cars, seriously ill, some in an ad- 
vanced stage of pneumonia. Since no com- 
munity is equipped or willing to give them 
medical attention, sickhess and disease have 
to reach an advanced stage before local 

authorities, already qver- 
burdened with loca!] 
needs, will do anything 
about it. 

Since most communi- 
ties through which this 
weary, hungry and dirty 
horde passes aren't able to 
meet their own local 
needs adequately, they 
have no choice but to 
spend as little as possible 
on non-residents. There- 
fore, in city after city the 
transient boy finds that 
if he pauses to seek food 
or rest, he is permitted to 
remain but 24 hours. 
Most communities main- 


tain some agency charged 


with service to transients. 
But the most that any of 
them can do is to give 
the transient lodging for 
one night and two meals. 
Then he must “move on.” 
In larger cities the time 
limit is sometimes a little 
longer. Riding freights 
and hitch-hiking are hard 
on clothes, and no com- 
munities have anything to 


~ 


spare for transients in this line. But al- 
ways, in every community, after being fed 
and receiving a night's shelter, the boys are 
forced to “move on.” Thus the. viéious 
circle is established. 

Owing to the prevailing chaos, there is 
no opportunity to treat any of these boys 
as “individuals or to make a study of 
their cases. No money or time or facility 
has been provided for that. But once in a 
while a situation presents itself that graphi- 
cally reveals a story behind the scenes. 
There was, for instance, the boy of 15, 
found crying over a letter which he was 
reading while at a shelter in New Orleans. 
The letter was from his mother, back in 
Mount Caramel, Pennsylvania. It read, in 
part: “The mine is closed and is going to 
stay closed. Dad is unable to find work.

NVESTIGATION of 
the mystery with 
which Ivar Kreug- 
er surrounded his 
private life has 
disclosed that the 
Swedish “Match 
4 King” who com- 
4 mitted suicide in 
: : Paris last March, 
was signally accomplished in fields 
besides those of shady finance and 
fraudulent stock promotion. It ap- 
pears now that he was something of a 
Casanova as well as a Wallingford, 
quite as international with his ro- 
mancing as he was with his match 
monopolies, his loaning of money to 
governments and his sale of bad pa- 
per. Since his death various and sun- 
dry women have found their way into 
the picture which at first was pretty 
well taken up by such things as bank- 
rupt corporations, worthless securities 
and ruined investors. These women 
have revealed that Kreuger was very 
much a gentleman rake. He main- 
tained mistresses in virtually every 
European capital and several along 
the roads between. They were about 
as widely distributed as his match fac- 

tories. 

Kreuger’s latest biographer, Wil- 
liam H. Stoneman, has gathered the 
evidence offered by these erstwhile 
lady friends of the Match King, and in 
his book, ‘“‘The Life and Death of Ivar 
Kreuger,”’. just published by the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company, he complete- 
ly dispels the illusion, long held by 
the public, that the Swedish financier 
was a “monk” of business, wedded to 
his corporations, sacrificing himself to 
the establishment of a financial em- 
pire. 

“No sooner had it been announced 
that Kreuger was a bankrupt,”’ Stone- 
man writes, “than, aroused young 
women, resident in all corners of Eu- 
rope, began to bombard executors of 
the Kreuger estate with letters, de-

in Kreuger’s private study gave up a 
little treasure in gold handbags, dia- 
mond rings and brooches, and other 
feminine trinkets, some of which were 
valued at several thousand dollars.

Mrs. Berrie. 
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by the note, Berrie’s lawyers sought 
his release through a habeas corpus 
proceeding. In further support of the 
presumption, ill-health and worry oyer 
a charge of heresy against her husband 
were ascribed as possible motives. Ber- 
rie had been charged with teaching 
and preaching doctrines at variance 
with the confession of faith of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church, with 
particular reference to “falling from 
grace."’ The authenticity of the note, 
however, was challenged with such ef- 
fect that the effort to have him re- 
leased failed. 

Berrie, a few weeks after the death 
of his first wife, had resigned his pas- 
torate and had led away a part of the 
congregation and had organized what 
he called the Bethel Tabernacle. 
Among those who followed him out of 
the old church was Ida Bess Bright. 
His marriage to her 57 days after the 
death of his first wife caused dissen- 
sion in the new congregation. 


IS marriage enabled a new 
I] charge to be added against 

him in the heresy case that 
was still pending. The new charge was 
untrutbfulness, in that he had given 
his age as 32, instead of 52, when ob- 
taining a marriage license at Salisaw. 

The church trial was held before 
Berrie was charged with the murder 
of his wife. The charges were sus- 
tained by the judges of the Presby- 
tery and ne was unfrocked, a finding 
that was later upheld by the State 
Synod. 

Being unfrocked was something that 
did not bother Berrie very much. He 
had decided that he did not want to 
be a regular preacher any more. He 
would be an evangelist ant escape 
henceforth such annoyances as “bossy 
elders and nosey women.” Charged 
with murder and locked in jail, he had 
to defer his plan for turning evangel- 
ist, but it was a plan that he cher- 
ished, and he found satisfaction in 
talking about it during an interval in 
his trial for murder. 

Being on trial for his life was some- 
thing else that did not bother Berrie 
very much. Nor his young wife, who 
sat beside him in court. He was 
charged with poisoning his first wife, 
and there was testimony, as supplying 
the motive, that the girl beside him 
had supplanted that first wife a good 
while before her death. But they were 
unperturbed. It was drama such as 
their narrow lives had not known be-

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T WAS a most im- 
portant wedding, 
and the local pa- 
pers had made a 
great deal of it in 
advance. All

for June 8"... ‘‘Miss Joan Whitacre 
Chooses Attendants. Sister Will Be 
Maid of Honor’ ... “Jeffry Harvey 
Jr., Fiance of Joan Whitacre, Here on 
Visit’ ... ‘‘Miss Cella Whitacre En- 
tertains at Country Club for Bride- 
to-Be.”’ 

In a community where everyone 
xnew everything anyway, and especial- 
ly about the Whitacres, such an- 
nouncements were not news, of course. 
But they were confirmations. They 
settled arguments and enabled the 
humblest employes of the Henry B. 
Whitacre China Company, Inc., to dis- 
cuss plans with as-good-as-intimate 
authority. They knew which one she 
was. Of Henry Whitacre’s two daugh- 
ters, she was the young one. She was 
the blond one, with the large gray 
eyes. 

She was the one whose bright head 
in a beret scarcely showed above the 
sleek flanks of the longest, lowest, 
bluest car in town. This was a road- 
ster, and she drove it through the sun- 
shine with its top down, and the dia- 
mond on her left hand on the steering 
wheel caught fire and sent out sparks 
to blink the eyes of passers by. 

She was 19, and she was marrying a 
young man from New York, and from 
Palm Beach, and from Bar Harbor, 
Maine. It was ewactly like her, every- 
body felt. It was the logical next 
chapter in a life that, by comparison 
with other youthful local lives—and 
older ones, for that matter—had al- 
ways seemed as glamourous as a 
movie. 

Even Celia Whitacre, born with the 
selfsame silver spoon, but born years 
earlier than Joan, had more or less 
adhered to the parochial pattern of ex- 
istence. Celia had been born in the 
town and schooled in-the town until 
she reached boarding school age. She 
had lived in the town-—she had not 
merely seemed to visit there. HM Celia 
had married at all, she might have 
married a man of the town. But you 
could not imagine it of Joan. 

You thought that the difference be- 
tween them was the difference in their 
ages—-that precisely.

HEY came home again in June, 
with the new baby and a Swiss 
trained nurse—the first of a 
succession of imported nurses, gov- 
ernesses and, eventually, lady’s 
maids for Joan. When she was 5 she 
jumbled German, French and En- 
glish in her speech. It was the 
earliest sensation she created lo- 
cally, not counting the sensation of 
her birth. Three languages! That 
baby! 

Celia Whitacre was an alumnus of 
Miss F’ox’s kindergarten, now extinct, 
and of Miss Ida Fietcher’s little pri- 
vate school. But Joan was taught at 
home, first by a British governess and 
later by a young man called Mr. Whip- 
ple. 

For as if it were not enough to be 
the richest girl in several counties, 
Celia was the prettiest. Men from 20 
towns had wished to marry her in 
those days, and some of them still did. 
As for her native suitors, past and 
present, they ranged all the way from 
P. J. Keating of the Keating Iron 
Works down to Johnny Weatherbee, 
the station baggage master's son—of 
whom the town, recalling his mad 
young infatuation for the heiress on 
the hill, still said indignantly, ‘‘The 
nerve of him!'’’

years, until she was 13; until Celia 
was 2%. During three of those six 
years the long and finally fatal illness 


‘of Emily Whitacre darkened the great 
_ gray, ivied house and kept the family 
traveling, following the sun, seeking

From time to time they came home, 
falsely sanguine, and their close 
friends called and looked at Emily 
Whitacre, and lied, and went away 
again, shaking their heads and saying, 
“Poor Emily.’’ And people declared 
that they were not surprised, for they 
decided now that Emily Whitacre had 
never quite recovered from the birth 
of Joan, that she had never really 
seemed herself since then. 

And Joan was 8, and Joan was $9, 
and during her absences she grew and 
changed so much that the town gasped 
each time it saw her.

All these rewards except the title of 
Pasha, Slatin had to relinquish when 
the World War broke out. for 
throughout his career as an empire 
builder for Great Britain he had re- 
mained an Austrian citizen. With the 
opening of hostilities he returned to 
his native land, but he refused to take 
up arms against the Allies. Instead, 
he cast his lot with thé Austrian Red 
Cross and for the entire period of the 
war did all that he could for prisoners 
of war in Anstria. He 
was a member of the 
Austrian peace delega- 
tion at St. Germain and 
probably no other repre- 
sentative of a con- 
quered nation was treat- 
ed with so much respect 
as this former Inspec- 
tor-General of the Su- 
dan, this onetime 
“slave of the Mahdi.” 

Slatin—Baron Rudolf 
Carl Slatin—was born 
near Vienna and began 


‘his military career as a 


youth of 16. He was 21 
years old and serving as 
a Lieutenant in Crown 
Prince Rudolph’s regi- 
ment on the Bosnian 
frontier when, in the 
summer of 1878, Gener- 
al Gordon, then Gover- 
nor - General of the 
Equatorial Provinces, — 
invited him to come to

the Sudan and 
take service 
with the Egyp- 
tian Govern- 
ment, under 
his direction. 
Slatin had vis- 
ited the Sudan 
four years 
earlier in com- 
pany with the 
explorers, 
Schwein- 
furth, Machti- 
gal and Rohifs 
and had at- 
tracted atten- 
tion. He eager- 
lyaccepted 
Gordon's invi- 
tation, and 
when his term 
of service in 
the Bosnian 
campaign had 
expired, he set 
out in high 
spirits for the 
land of the 
desert tribes- 
men. He little 
suspected then 
that 17 years 
of hardship 
would’ elapse 
before, he 
should see his native land again. 
What happened during those 17 years 
he afterwards related in his famous 
book, ‘‘Fire and Sword in the Sudan,” 
published in 1896, a year after his es- 
cape from the Mahdi. 

Slatin’s first assignment in Africa 
was that of financial inspector in the 
Sudan, his duties being to travel about

the country and examine the com- 
plaints of the Sudanese concerning 
taxes. The work enabled him to gain 
great familiarity with camel trails and 
out-lvying desert tribes, a familiarity 
that was to be valuable to him later, 
but as a financial inspector he was not 
a great success. His inexpérience in 
finance, together with his disgust at 
the corruption practiced by the Egyp- 
tian officials in administering the tax 
laws, s9on led him to resign his post. 
Gordon then appointed him Mudir of 
Dara, comprising the southwestern dis- 
trict of Darfur, and launched him upon 
a military campaign against the rebel, 
Sultan Harun, who was attempting to 
wrest the country away from its Egyp- 
tian conquerors. On his defeat of Ha- 
run, he took over the administrative 
affairs of the entire province as Gov- 
ernor-General, and his career as an 
empire builder was under way. 


was called upon to remedy many 
abuses of power by native rul- 
ers, an undertaking in which he was

generally successful until the ris- 
ing tide of Mahdism forced him on 
the defensive. Mahdism  represent- 
ed a religious revolt, led by a dervish 
of Dongola. This man, Mohammed 
Ahmed, claiming to be a descendant 
of Mohammed, the Prophet, broke 
away from Mohammed Sherif, supreme 
Sheikh of Khartum, and _ swiftly 
gathered to his standard a formid- 
able following of Moslem fanatics. 
One by-one, powerful Sheikhs aban- 
doned allegiance to Mohammed Sherif 
and sought admittance to the ranks of 
the new Mahdi. 

Early in 1882 the Arabs in Southern 
Darfur were in revolt. With insuffi- 
cient resources and with no help from 
Khartum, Slatin gallantly defended his 
province. Although victorious in many 
engagements against great odds, he 
steadily lost ground. His followers at- 
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Baron Rudolf Carl Slatin, who later became 
Slatin Pasha. 


tributed this to the fact that he was a 
Christian, so to satisfy them he nom- 
inally adopted Mohammedanism, a cir- 
cumstance which is said to have 
caused Lord Kitchener to be preju- 
diced against him in later years. 

Slatin’s ‘‘conversion’’ was destined 
ultimately to serve a good purpose, but 
it availed little against the rising pow- 
er of the Mahdi. Soon all hope of main- 
taining Egyptian authority vanished 
with the destruction of Hicks Pasha’s 
army by the now enormous forces of 
the revolting dervishes. Unwilling to 
make further sacrifices of life in a 
hopeless cause, Slatin surrendered to 
the Mahdi in December, 1883. He was 
well treated at first. But with the fail- 
ure of an attempt to use him to induce 
Gordon to surrender Khartum, the 
Mahdi suspected him of duplicity and 
placed him in chains. Such was his 
plight during the siege of Khartum, 
which Gordon was gallantly defending 
with a handful of starving troops. 
Daily the wild fanatics pressed closer 
to the city’s parapets. Chained in the 
Mahdi’s camp, Slatin could only wait 
in an agony of suspense for the out- 
come. Of this experience he wrote: 

‘“ . . . Why did the long-expected 
steamers with the English troops not 
come? Did their commanders not 
know Khartum and the lives of all in 
it were hanging by a thread? In vain 
did I, and thousands of others, wait 
for the shrill whistle of the steamer, 
and for the booming of the guns an- 
nouncing that the English had arrived, 
and were passing the intrenchments 
made by the dervishes to oppose them. 
The delay was inexplicable; what 
could it mean? Had new difficulties 
arisen? 

“It was now Sunday, January 25— 
a day I shall never forget as long as I 
live. That evening, when it was dark, 
the Mahdi and his Khalifas crossed 
over in a boat to where their warriors 
were collected, ready for the fight. It 
was known during the day that Khar- 
tum would be attacked the next 
morning; and the Mahdi had now gone 
to brace up his followers for the fray 
by preaching to them the glories of Je- 

had, and urging them 
to fight till death. Pray 
heaven Gordon may 
have got the news and 
made his preparation 
to resist in time... . 

“That night was for 
me the most excitingly 
anxious one in my life. 
If only the attack were 
repulsed, Khartum 
would be saved; other- 
wise all would be lost. 
Utterly exhausted, I 
was just dropping off 
to sleep when I was 
startled by the deafen- 
ing discharge of thous- 
ands of rifies and 
guns; this lasted for a 
few minutes, then only 
occasional rifle shots 
were heard, and now 
all was quiet again. It 
was scarcely light, and 
I could scarcely distin- 
guish objects. Could 
this possibly be the 
great attack on Khar- 
tum? A wild discharge 
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of firearms and cannon, and in a few 
minutes complete stillness? 

“The sun was now rising red over 
the horizon;' what would this day 
bring forth? Excited and agitated, I 
awaited the result with intense impa- 
tience. Soon shouts of rejoicing and 
victory were heard in the distance; 
and my guards ran off to find out the 
news. In a few minutes they, were 
back again, excitedly relating how 
Khartum had been taken by storm, 
and was now in the hands of the 
Mahdists. Was it possible the news 
was false? I crawled out of my fent, 
and scanned the camp; a great crowd 
had collected before the quarters of 
the Mahdi and Khalifa, which were 
not far off; then there was a move- 
ment in the direction of my tent, and 
I could plainly see they were coming 
toward me.

He was permitted consider- 
able freedom, since chances of escape 
were so remote, and eventwtailly his 
duties hecame nothing more strenuous 
than to accompany his master to 
morning prayers. Upon the Meath of 
Mohammed Ahmed, soon after the fall 
of Khartum, Slatin’s master, Abdulla- 
hi, became Mahdi, and Slatin’s position 
accordingly improved. He was even 
permitted to have servants of his own 
and was given considerable authority 
over the Mahdi’s other slaves.

The housekeeper was dis- 
gusted but didn’t care to go back 
to scrubbing floors.”’ 

_Kreuger liked elegant women, 
the biographer assures us, but he 
also indulged in the company of 
women at whom his more luxuri- 
ous mistresses would have turned 


up their dainty noses. Even dur- 
ing his lifetime there persisted in 
Stockholm the story of how he 
passed out one-thousand kroner 
Swedish banknotes to casual 
women whom he encountered, not 
only in Stockholm, but in Berlin, 
Paris and Amsterdam as well. 

“It is almost paradoxical,’ adds 
the author, ‘‘that Kreuger should 
have indulged in such an exotic 
private life and at the same time 
should have been so moderate in 
other ways. Generally the same 
nature which leads a man into 
gross dissipation will lead him into 
other weaknesses of a more detect- 
able sort: the display of wealth if 
he has it, and the indulgence of 
other more orthodox appetites. It 
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was one of Kreuger’s most unusu- 
al characteristics that he combined 
the modesty and the tastes of a 
perfect gentleman with those of a 
debauchee. ; 

“‘Kreuger was not the first great 
man to have mistresses and to in- 
dulge in dubious romances, but he 
was one of the few truly promi- 
nent men to carry on major and 
secret immoralities in private life 
without having’ them known or 
suspected by the world at large 
until after death. Had Kreuger 
not been a failure in his business 
career it_is probable that those 
‘private immoralities’ would have 
gone with him to the grave, unsus- 
pected by the idol-worshiping pub- 
lic. Kreuger stood convicted of 
having been a rake in the same 
court in which he was found to 
have been a bankrupt.”’

and at several points there are ex- 
cellent springs. 

In ancient days, the Indians 
who lived on the island must have 
had plenty of food. The sea 
teemed with fish, sea mammals 
and birds. The shore gave them 
seeds and cactus, On the rocks 
were thousands of abalone and 
other shell fish which furnished 
food and material for jewelry and 
fishing tackle and utensils. 

It was a damp, dreary sort of 
a place with few bright days. 
Wind howled weirdly across the 
open sand dunes, whistled eerily 
around the rocky highlands and 
moaned among the houses. 

In death, as the excavators 
found. them, the islanders took 
with them their most cherished 
possessions. 


HE women were decked with 
their. best necklaces of iri- 
descent abalone pendants, or- 
naments which many of their 
white sisters would like today; in 
the knots of hair gathered at the 
base of the head, or fashioned into, 
a round knob on top, were thrust 
thin, deer-bone hair pins, often 
made gay with small nacreous 
shells inset with tar to form col- 
orful mosaics. If they were good 
basket makers, their bone awls, 
likewise fashioned out of deer 
bone, were placed beside them. 
Pestles, neatly fashioned of stone, 
used. to grind the staple acorn 
and smaller seeds into flour, as 
well as a few mortars, also were 
found in the graves. 

The skeletons were flexed, that 
is, the knees were brought up un- 
der the chin, the arms folded 
against the chest, hands under the 
chin. Some were buried in a sit- 
ting position. 

The excavators lived in about 
as primitive a@ manner as did the 
original natives of the place. Their 
camp was pitched near the site of 
the former village, which because 
it was a large mound, was termed 
‘“*El Monton’’—the Large Mound. 

As yet their data have not been 
all assembled, but judging from 
the photographs and the specimens 
now available, the journey was 
well worth while. It has resulted 
in the first adequate detailed pho- 
tographs of archeological work on 
Santa Cruz and in definite infor- 
mation regarding the lives, handi- 
work and burial methods of a 
vanished people.
